FIRE DESTROYED FOUR FILMS 
AT FAMILY THEATER; PANIC WAS 
ENTIRELY ABSENT IN AUDIENCE 


A film fire, th e dam age from which 
w as confined entirely to the fire-proof 


o perating booth, occurred at the Fam ­ 
ily th e a tre about 8 o’clock M onday 


evening, ju st a fte r th e first show had 
been concluded, and as a result four 
valuable films w ere destroyed, one of 
th e m achines slightly dam aged, and 
O perator Earl Shasteon.# who has in 
the booth w hen the fire started, had 
one hand burned and his h a ir singed 
in trying to entinguish the flam es be­ 
fore he fled. 
W hile the cause has not been defin­ 
itely assigned, it is supposed by the 
operator and M anager W. R. H olden 
th a t a short circuit, causing sparks 
to leap from th e m etallic floor of the 
booth to a roll of the film, w as re­ 
sponsible for th e blaze. Mr. »Holden is 
unable to fix th e am ount of loss since 
he is not as y et inform ed of th e value 
of th e films lost, w hich m ay have 
been covered by insurance. The show 


will be in operation again us usual 
T uesday evening. 
Panic w as entirely ab sen t in the 
large audience w hen the fire broke 
out, and in a brief lecture th ere afte r 
and in com m enting Tuesday on the 
fire Mr. H olden m ade it plain th at in 
m odern m otion picture houses such as 
those operated in Salem the only pos­ 
sible danger from fire in the booths 
is panic on the part of the audience, 
since th e sta te building code requires 
th at all booths be lined w ith asbestos 
and sheathed w ith m etal, and fire 
cannot 
possibly 
be 
com m unicated 
from th e in terio r to the picture house 
itself. 
C hem ical extinguishers w ere used 
in subduing th e flames, which burned 
fiercely in 
th e 
highly 
inflam m able 
celluloid. T he fire was confined chiefly 
to one side of the booth, while on the 
o th er a light wooden box, a woolen 
cloth and o th er com bustible articles 
w ere not even scorched.
